Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance (which is the 
same as already stated in the Office Action dated 09/21/2009): 

Prior art of record fails to teach, or render obvious, alone or in combination, all 
independent claims 1 , 8, 9, and 10 which specifically comprise the following features in 
combination with other recited limitations: 

— when two block data MBm(i) and MBm(i+1) respectively corresponding to 
adjacent two block image positions in the vertical direction in the image data are 
subjected to the first quantization based on the first quantization scales Qm(i) and 
Qm(i+1), respectively, the quantization scale generation means calculates the second 
quantization scale Q(i) to be used when performing the second quantization on the 
block data MBm(i) based on both of the first quantization scales Qm(i) and Qm(i+1) 
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and the second quantization scale Q(i+1) to be used when performing the second 
quantization on the block data MBm(i+1); 

Claims 1-18 are allowed.
